been the topic with every' one here, and on 
Monday Senator Jones of ours started tu< 
ball rolling. The precious while metal wil 
now be under discussion until action o 
some sort is taken. Ihe Senator's speech 
will go on record as the greatest speech o 
the times on the question o( free coinage o 
silyer. Persons who heard in April, 1876 
his unanswerable speech on silver, when 
he plead (or the restoration of the same tc 
its honored and trusted place as mone; 
metal, admit and with truth that his pres- 
ent speech is without doubt, cavil or dis 
pute, the grandest effort ot h,a philosoph 
ioal mind on money. 


Seldom, if ever, were the listeners on 


the floor of 
the 
Senate

sorbed in tbe debate, and as every wor 
fe1! from his lip* it had the true ring o 
silver and went not only tc tUa brain o 
bis hearers but to their hearts, carryini 
with it conviction to the soul where only 
the day before was doubt and fear. 


It was not long afiar the Senator 


to epeak that his friends felt that "Silver 
was in the battle for victory. The Senator 
soon convinced the Sec ft to and tbe pnbli 
who crowded the galleri s that there 
no just ground fur fear that the countr 
would be swamped with silver from othe 
countries; lie dispelled also the theories o 
the gold monometallists, "like tbe fresl 
winds backed by the glory of the sun," th 
mist tnat has clouded tbeir intellects. Hi 
proved the fall icy of their theories as wel 
as their asser ions not based upon facts. 


Feelingly and vilh pathos he spoke o 


the hardships of the miners of which h 
was onse a member, acd with whom h 
is still in sympathy for their unceasing toil 
He pleaded for them not like a Senator bu 
as a brother and true friend, -whose heart i 
in the right place and who speaks from ex 
perience of his own work among them in 
former days. He also plead for the farme 
whose labors are cow so poorly paid, o<sin 
to tbe depreciation ol silver and the advanl 
age given to the farmers of India. 


The Senator, in the two days he spoke 


took up five hours and a quarter, and h 
held bis hearers spellbound, and when h 
finished his BOW historical, logical am 
philosophical speech, a round of lasting ap 
planse in the galleries of the Senate re 
sounded for at least a minute or two; th 
gavel of the presiding officer was wrappec 
several times and each time louder as i 
struck tbe desk, bat all iu vain, the peo 
pie's spontaneous tribute to the Senate 
from Nevada was a spectacle long to be re 
membered by all who had the good for 
tune to be present Monday and Tuesday o 
this week, In the Senate. 


The resolution introduced in the Sanat 


a few weeks ago by Senator Chandler, pro 
posing a limitation to debate, has a specifi 
purpose which is not d'sclosed upon it 
face. 
It has been sub rosa gossip fo 


some time that the Democrats of the Sen 
ate had resolved that if it became neoessar; 
to resist to the bitter end, any Republican 
measure that might come np, they wonl 
use their privilege of talking it to death 
To do this it might be necessary to tal 
day and night for a considerable time, bn 
there are a dozen Senators on the Demo 
cratie side who can talk six hours'at 
stretch without fatigue, and do it .ever; 
other day for an unlimited period. Wit] 
the assistance of their less verbose col 
leagues, a debate could be protracted 2 
hours a day, for seven days a week, and 
be kept up for tiro months by systematic 
organization. This was proposed when 
the Montana election case was under con 
fliderntion, and the Democratic Senator 
prolonged the discussion just as a matte: 
of experiment. It was finally decided no 
to apply it in that instance, but to reserv 
it as a last resort if the Federal legislation 
bill should come over from the House. I 
is to shut off such a programme that tli> 
above resolution was introduced. 


The state of business in both Houses o 


Congress is such that the Bepublioan 
leaders expect to be able to adjourn tbe 
present session of Congress before th 
usual early dats of July 1st.

Elko, 19; Eureka, 14; Hamboldt, 0; Lyon, 
9; Lander, 7; Lincoln, 3; Nye, 4; Orrnsby, 
11; Storey, 32; Washoe, 18; White Pine, 8. 


The following test for YOters at the pri- 


mary election was adopted: 
"I am a citi- 


zen of this State and will support the nom- 
inees of the Bepublican party." 


Hon. Thomas Fiteh introdqoed the fal- 


lowing resolutions which were unanimously 
adopted: 


Resolved, That this committee reaffirm 


the National Bepublican Platform of 1888, 
including the declaration that "the Bepnb- 
lioan party is in favor of the use of both 
gold: and silver as money" and that it 
'condemns all efforts to demonetize silver. 
Resolved, That tho persistent neglect of 


Secretary Yviadorn to increase the coinage 
of silver to the maximum of four millions 
dollars per month, coupled with his attempt 
to influence Congressional legislation so as 
to perpetuate silver demonetization, is a 
shameless violation of the silver plank of 
the National Bepnblican Platform, an at 
tack upon the rights and interests of the 
miners, farmers and workers of the land, 
and an act of party perfidy that should call 
for hm retirement from the councils of an 
administration which is pledged to help 
and not to hinder the remonetization of 
rilver. 


Besolved, That the Bepublican party of 


this State is in favor of free and unlimited 
coinage of both gold and silver; that it 
holds to this principle as a tenet of part] 
allegiance; that it will permit of no aban- 
donment or modification of this doctrine; 
that let whosoever will prove recreant to 
the principle of bimetallism, it wilt remain 
steadfast thereto, and that it invites all 
voters in Nevada who favor the repeal of 
;he iniquitous interlineated law of 1873, 
by which silver waa demonetized, and the 
establishment of free and unlimited coinage 
as the law of the United States of America, 
to join in electing delegates to a Republi- 
can State Convention to be held at Vir- 
ginia on the 4th day of September for the 
3nrpoco of formulating a declaration of 
party principles and nominating candi- 
dates.
